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SUBSIDIARY COINAGE. 


Taere are many grains of bard com- 
mon sense amid.the chaff to be found 
in the letter we published ‘yesterday. 
from a correspondent in regard to sub- 
sidiary coinage. Jt was of course 


obvious to anyone that the ouly point in 


the notification published inthe “Govern- i 


ment Ciazette” which was in any way 
remedial was the resolution on the part of 
the Government to melt down subsidiary 
coin as it came into its hands. Tho 
rest was an unnecessary recapitulation 
of facts which, unfortunately, are only 
too well known to the community 
already. Tn regard to the proposition to 
withdraw the small coins issued by our 
own Covernment we would like to ask 
the authorities whether they have quite 
thought out what this will involve. 
Our correspondent indicates that any 
relief from the proposed action of the 
Government ‘will be so gradual that the 


remedy is practically uecless. He sug- 


gests, aawe have suggested time after |. 


time, that the nettle should be grasped 
boldly and the illegal Chinese coinage 
which is so much in evidence should be 
definitely declared illegal. Also be 
recommends that the Hongkong snb- 
sidinry coins shonld be made legal 
tender up to ten dollars. These sug- 
gestions seem to us worthy of every 
consideration. It is significant that the 
authorities have never yet given any 
reason for the non-adoption of the mea- 
sures which have proved offective in 
the Straits Settlements and the Philip- 
pines. ‘lhe official shibolleth “ Tmpos- 
sible” has, of course, beon uttered time 
after timo but the long-suffering public 
is still ansiously waiting to. know why 
the Hongkong Government is incapable 
of following the lead set.by the British 
and Amorican Colonies named. They 
succeeded in driving out debased coins, 
why cannot our Government.do 50? No 
doubt tho proximity of Canton renders 
sucha reform inbre’ difficult of accom- 
plishment but mere difficulty’ is not 
held by British offieials. in other. parts 
of the world ‘to Be “an - excuse’ for 
inaction. But, reverting to the ‘quies- 
tion we ‘asked iu the earlier portion 
of this article, does the’ Goyern- 
tment realise what the withdrawal of 
an. apprecinblo amount of Hongkong 
subsidiary coinage will involve? We 
Fspeake a8 laymen. and’ consequently sub- 
 ject,to correction but it seems to us that 
the withdraival of Hongkong subsidiary 
coinage will aimply result “in 80 caunch 
uiore debased Chitiese coinage flowing’ 
ints the Colony to take its place. .
